CRIMES AND CRIMINALS 


Instructive and Entertaining Address Given By Hon. John 
J. Higgins Before Men’s Club of the Free 
Church and Invited Guests. 


“‘Crimes and Criminals in Middlesex” was the subject of an extremely inter- 
esting and instructive address given Tuesday evening in the parish house of the 
Free Church by Hon. John J. Higgins, former district attorney of the Northern 
Massachusetts district. The meeting-was under the auspices of the Men’s Club 
of the Free Church and there was a good attendance of members and citizens of 
the town. ; 

Mr. Higgins in opening his address gave a brief statement of the law, explaining 
the various processes. He said there was a great deal of misapprehension of the 
way law is administered, Law is the foundation of society. It makes life safe, 
property secure and makes you able to leave your homes knowing that the law 
will protect your property, your wife and little ones in your absence.

law have grown naturally. Law is the rule of action; it tells you what to do and 
what not to do. It punishes for commission and omission. In the olden times, 
every man was a law unto himself, who protected himself from others, even to 
killing. Self-preservation was the first law of nature. As the world advanced, 
the right to administer law was taken from the individual and placed in the hands

fibre was a failure in this country, and 
after trying to describe the sowing and 
care of the plant by successful growers, I 
left the flax straw pulled and ready for 


rotting and scultching. When outsiders, | 


who think that they know better than 
anyone else, laugh at this old and, as 
they imagine, stupid way of pulling the 
flax instead of cutting it with a reaping- 
machine, | may as well state the reason 
or reasons why pulling is better than 
cutting. First, 


give moisture or nourishment to the 


plant after pulling, and thirdly, the great , 


reason is that in scutching the root is 
broken or rather torn off, leaving a 
flossy, fibrous end, whereas if cut, this 
end of the flax would be square and not 
so fibrous. Did you ever see a sailor 
splicing a rope? He does not cut the 
rope square across, but splices the 
strands to get a joint, so in flax-spinning 
you want an end that will splice. The 
plant, after being pulled and tied care- 
fully “and neatly into sheaves about 
fourteen inches in diameter, can be 
stacked and kept a year and the flax 
will be all the better. The best quality 
of Belgian flax is kept thus till the good 
weather in May. The American farmer 
actually does not know what to do with 
the straw unless he knows how to 
“steep” or ‘‘ret’’ the flax and then 
scutch it by hand sculching, as many 


hundreds of tons. of Irish, French, 
Russian and Belgian flax is hands 


scutehed. In Fraiee °#ad ° Belgiur 
there are hundreds of men who make a 
business of buying flax straw from the 
farmer, then retting and scutching it 
when they have water suitable. (The 
quality and color of the finished fibre 
depends much on the kind of water in 
which it has been steeped.) 

I may here ‘state that thousands of 
tons of flax grown for fibre is what they 
call “dew retted”, Le., the straw is 
spread out on a field and the dew puts 
it into shape for scutching. ‘This plan 
means a deal of labor and careful hand- 
ling, as the straw must be often care-

how growing flax for fibre has been a 
| failure in this country. 

I could go on and speak about flax- 
growing, but I am told not to write an 
essay on flax-growing or anything else, 

but speak about the happenings of the 
week. 

I cannot stop this letter without 
referring to what I said about the 
| ‘‘beloved”’ Dingley Bill in last week’s 
musing, and to what the New York 
Tribune said about its effect on the 
linen trade of this country. 

Well, Dingley & Co. put on a duty of 
$20 a ton on flax fibre and $60 a ton on 
dressed linen (1-mean a 2000-lb. ton), 
and then they saw that flax spinners in 
Europe would just be getting flax 
cheaper than the American spinners, 
and then in their wisdom put on a 
higher tariff on linens and linen yarn and 
then lost the 1912 election by stumping 
| the country and telling the voters that 
| tariffs did not make anything dearer! 
| This abominable Underwood bill took 
| the duties off all flax fibre and lowered 
| the duty on imported Jinen goods so as 
| to make them cheaper. 
| 


If the linen trade in this country had 
50 per cent duty on imported goods and 
| their raw material free, as the woolen 
trade has, the flax-spinners would be 
well pleased. 
| I may conclude by stating that before 
| he war good Russian flax could be 
| bought for ten cents per pound. It is 
now twenty cents and even at that price 
is difficult to get:—Ganada-grows. some 
hundreds of tons of good flax fibre 
“yearly and n@ doubt this:year will have 
more acres of flax than usual. 

I may try to describe the way the 
hand scutching of flax is done when 
Mexico is quiet and Villa hanged. I 
fear that we are in for trouble in Mexico. 
Time will tell. 

As to Germany, the only way to do 
with her is to tell her that she must not 
forget that we have rights to be re- 
spected both on sea and land and that 
the American people will not be. hum- 
bugged any longer with scraps of paper 
from Berlin.

Preparing Haddock 


““Haddock roasted with sauce makes 
an unusual and wonderful dish.” ‘You 
take a large fish, which has been scaled 
and cleaned, and make short incisions 
on either side. Prepare a dish with 
salt, pepper, olive oil, lemon juice, and 
chopped parsley—place the fish in this 
to soak for an hour. Turn the fish 
often so that it will absorb the sauce.” 

“Place the fish on a long skewer, 
and wrap it in oiled paper. Roast in a 
| moderate oven for forty minutes. Re- 
‘move the oiled paper, and brown the 

fish.”’ 

“Put the fish on a large platter, and 
| pour more of the same sauce in which 
; you have soaked the fish, around it. 

Decorate the fish with parsley and 
vegetables.” 

“Haddock is fine baked.‘ 
| good-sized haddock and have your 
‘fishman clean it well, removing the 
| scales Stuff the haddock with a dress- 
ing made of bread crumbs, salt, pepper, 
butter and parsley, mixed with the 
beaten yolk of an egg. Fill the fish with 
this and sew it up. Place it in a baking 
pan and pour a little water over it. 
Bake it as you would a fowl.” 

“You can buy small ramekin dishes 
for five cents a piece in five and ten 
cent stores, and with a few of these, 
some cold left-over haddock, an egg, 
and a little milk, you can easily make 
a delicious luncheon dish.” 

“For breakfast on a cold morning, 
especially on Saturday morning when 
you have a lot of fine cold haddock 
left over, a haddock omelet is fine.” 

“Another good way of utilizing 
left-over fish (haddock),” is to scallop 
it.” 

“Another good breakfast or luncheon 
dish to be made from left-over fish 
(haddock), is haddock croquettes.” 

“At this season when everyone is 
going to parties, folks get tired of the 
usual saadwiches and rarebits, and ad- 
vantage of this fact is taken to offer 
them something unusual, which costs 
but little. Save a cupful of cold haddock 
Yrom dinner. }*Melt a teaspoonful of 
butter, add a few drops of lemon juice, 
a tablespoonful of cornstarch, mixed 
with a half teaspoonful of salt and a 
quarter teaspoonful of paprika. Put 
this in a pan and pour in a cup of milk, 
three-quarters of a cup of finely cut 
cheese, and last of all the fish. When 
the cheese is melted, I put in a well 
beaten egg, to which I have added a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. Some 
folks serve this on crackers, but thin 
slices of toast is also good.” 


War Relics Held of Value

There was sold by auction a few 
years ago the spear that was used 
by a rebel dervish to kill General Gor- 


don. 

On another occasion the sword used 
by Lord Cardigan in the battle of Bal- 
aclava was disposed of at the same 
auction mart. 

A very different war relic realized 
a very different price. This was the 
silver-gilt table service used by Na- 
poleon in the course of his many 
campaigns, and it went for $3,250. 

A really extraordinary war relic 
was brought to light in an English 
court some years ago. A woman ap- 
plied to the magistrate for a sum- 
mons against a pawnbroker for dam- 
age to a hearthrug. She explained 
that during a campaign on the Indian 
frontier, her son had made a large 
hearthrug out of the garments of his 
slain comrades, and sent it home to 
her. 

A few years ago a relic of the siege 
of Paris was discovered in a windmill 
near Besancon. This was the mun- 
mified body of a pigeon, to one of the 
wings of which a quill was attached. 
Inside this was a brief message, dated 
1870, which read: 

“Darling—All well, but starving.— | 
P. P. G.”” The pigeon was one of the 
homers which had been released during 
the siege, and maybe shot by the 
Germans.

Goosefish. 


Every year the fishermen of the 
Atlantic coast throw away about ten 
million pounds of fish which have a high 
nutritive value. On trawl lines and 
in nets, along with cod, haddock, and 
other popular fishes are taken some 
400,000 goosefish, or anglers, or monk- 
fish, as they are also called, weighting 
on the average 25 pounds each and 
yielding, when butchered, steaks con- 
taining flesh-building material equal, 
pound for pound, to sirloin steak, ac- 
cording to Dr. Hugh M. Smith of the 
U. S. Bureau of Fisheries. 


The value of these fish is not recog- 
nized, and they are at present entirely 
a waste product. Were they properly 
appreciated, they would be a source of 
profit to the fisherman even at a mini- 
mun price, for they are taken quite 
without effort and are ‘abundant all 
along the Atlantic shores of the United 
States and the adjacent ocean bottom. 
To the consumer, they would constitute 
a cheap and very wholesome food. 


In Europe the goosefish is highly 
valued. It abounds in the North Sea 
and other waters of western Europe, 
and is caught incidentally in the otter 
trawl and line fisheries.) The annual 
consumption amounts to millions of 
pounds. In 1911, the fisherman of 
England landed and sold over 3,700,000 
pounds, and the fisherman of Scotland 
more than 2,000,000 pounds. Large 
quantities are caught and sold by the 
fishermen of Germany and other coun- 
pie on the eastern side of the North 

The fish appears to be held in highest 
esteem in the larger cities of Germany, 
where, notwithstanding it is: commonly 
known under the repellant name of 
see teufel (sea devil), it meets with 
very ready sale. The catch of the 
German North Sea trawlers does not 
nearly supply the local demand, and

One pound of fresh goose- 
fish, with the head, viscera and skin 
removed, would contain protein about 
equal in quantity to that in one pound 
of sirloin steak as purchased. The 
flesh of the sirloin contains a higher 
proportion of protein than the fish, 
but only 75 per cent. of the meat as 
purchased is. edible, while about 90 
per cent. of the butchered goosefish is 
edible. The steak contains a_ high 
percentage of fat and the goosefish 
very little. As obtainable in the mar- 
ets, the goosefish is equal to beefsteak 
in protein, the expensive food ingredient. 


The goosefish has an average length 
of 3 feet, but fish 4 feet or more in 
length are not uncommon. It is of 
rather ugly appearance, and this has 
doubtless accounted for the lack of 
appreciation of its food qualities. The 
body is very broad and depressed, the 
head is large, and the mouth is wide 
and of enormous capacity. The power- 
ful jaws are provided with a double 
row of strong teeth. 

The fish are most voracious, eating 
almost every kind of animal of suitable 
size living in the sea. Great variety of 
diet is accompanied by excessive greed- 
iness, so that a single meal may weigh 
half as much as the fish itself. This 
fish is, therefore, very destructive, and 
its utilization would have a beneficial 


effect on the abundance of various 
fishes, crustaceans, etc., of economic 
importance.

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In the Legislature 


Some of the striking things about the 
Massachusetts Legislature, mark the 
past week as one of the most important 
of the present session. 


Coming close to matters of local in- 
terest it is noted that the Committee of 
Roads and Bridges reports favorably a 
bill to “compel” the Essex County 
Commissioners to reconstruct a bridge 
down in Danvers, thus giving them the 
opportunity to spend more money. It 
makes one laugh, if he is at all con- 
versant with relations that exist be- 
tween the Essex County Commissioners 
and the Legislature, to think of how 


such legislation is brought to the atten- | 


tion of the public, usually suggesting a 
direction on the part of the Legislature 
to the Commissioners to act. If a time- 
clock should be placed in the State 
House to show the time when the Essex 
County Commissioners go into the State 
House and again when they leave, it 
would be found that while the Legis- 
lature is in session, the greater part of 
the time of the Essex County Com- 
missioners is spent in endeavoring to get 
legislation that will still further increase 
the burden of government here in Essex 
County. 

The important things of the week 
have again involved Essex County in the 
action of the Committee yan Rules i 
recommending to the House for con- 
sideration, the expulsion of a member 
from Gloucester. While it is unfor- 
tunate that such a course seems neces- 
sary, the striking thing in connection 
with this action is the few cases of this 
sort which have called for consideration. 
Ii is pretty easy for the rank and file of 
the public to insist thoughtlessly that 
the members of the Legislature are 
corrupt; the public little realizes how 
keen the organization of that body is 
every year to see that the personnel and 
high-grade character that ought to 
apply to ‘“‘representatives” of the public 
does apply to that particular member- 
ship. Of course, not all the men are 
great men, not all the men are orators, 
not all the men are big business men; 
they are of all classes and kinds, but few 
of them are without the prime essentials 
of honesty and right purpose. 

The House has passed the bill for a 
legal holiday on New Year’s Day, not- 
withstanding the fact that the greater 
part of the public has been led to believe 
that we have at the present time plenty 
of holidays in Massachusetts. However, 
if we keep it up long enough, there will 
be nothing but holidays in Massachu- 
setts,, with the story of life here, one 
long, glad song of nothing to do and 
everybody helping to do it. 

One of the most important bills of the 
year has been introduced by the Com- 
mittee on Consolidating Departments, 
providing for the creation of a comp- 
troller to take over the work of the 
Economy and Efficiency Board. The 
suggestion is sound and the result of 
such a change ought to mean more 
efficient work in this department, and a 
closer oversight by the executive de- 
partment of the State’s administrative 
work, 


Printing Costs Higher 


We publish the following article re- 
lating to our business, with no comment 
other than a request to readers to ap- 
preciate that it is but a sample of the 
conditions affecting practically every 
business at the present time. 

The article is taken from the New 
York Commercial. 


“Conditions in the industry 
are unprecedented. 

Domestic requirements have never 
been so large and the export movement 
is the biggest ever known. Reserve 
stocks are practically exhausted, deliv- 
eries being made faster than paper can 
be produced. 

In explanation of the increased: do- 
mestic requirement it pointed out that 
this ‘is a natural consequence of general 
business prosperity. Purchases have in- 
creased and more wrapping paper is 
needed. Newspapers report a growing 
It is estimated that con- 


paper 


per cent as compared with before the 
war; production only 10 per cent. 
Exports to South America and other 


countries formérly sipped: -by “Europe 


have increased to a greater extent than 
exports to Europe have declined, it is 
said. a 

The supply of practically all raw. ma- 
terials is abnormally low, insufficient 
even for ordinary requirements, and 
other influences operate. to restrict pro- 
duction. ; < 

Prices have advanced to unheard-of 
levels since the war opened. Quotations 
have in many instances been withdrawn, 
not only by small firms, but by the lar- 
gest manufacturers in the country. No 
matter how high the price, large or- 
ders are being refused because of in- 
ability to fill them. The greatest ex- 
pansion in demand has occurred recently 
and manufacturers under contract have 
been unable to take advantage of it, 
while being forced to pay more for their 
raw materials. News print, wrapping 
paper, writing paper, book paper, coated 
paper and other varieties are equally 
affected. A slight decline in demand 
during the summer months is expected in 
some lines, but not sufficient to improve 
the situation materially. 

Manufacturers who are not bound by 
contract can obtain virtually any price 
they ask. They are in command of the 
market. The demand for paper exists 


and must be filled so far as is possible. 
Quotations change from day to day, and 
houses that take orders frequently stip- 
ulate that they will not guarantee to 
deliver all that is called for. Many re- 
fuse to quote any prices, while some 
have been forced to close because of lack 
of raw materials, These assertions were 
made by the manufacturers themselves. 

The writing paper manufacturers of 
the United States never before—not even 
during the period of the Civil War— 
faced conditions comparable with those 
which now confront them. Hitherto 
stable foundations have been on the 
move, and that is why it has become 
impossible for the mills to iguarantee 
prices. Since a year ago prices on some 
of the factors entering into the making 
of fine papers have advanced as follows: 

Rags—From 50 per cent to 400 per 
cent. 

Bleaching Powder—1000 per cent. 

Alum—300 per cent. 

Sizing Material—Over 100 per cent. 

Sulphite Pulp—200 per cent to 250 
per cent. 

Labor—10 per cent. 

Felts, Wires and General Supplies— 
An average of at least 50 per cent. 

The sales of fine writing papers in this 
country last year amounted to $26,000,- 
000, and in this production Western 
Massachusetts had its large part. 

The Aventullpghortage COr utes, a 
Seriows problerrwhich the Re men 
must face, and paper i8 now being 
turned out without the aid of coloring 
material where it was formerly used. 
Prices of paper and raw materials have 
advanced as follows, since the begin- 
ning of the war, according to estimates 
of paper manufacturers: 

News Print—No price established. 
Contracts call for $2.35 to $2.50 per 
100 pounds f. o. b. mill, against $2 to 
$2.02 delivered before the war. 

Wrapping Paper, base grade, 50 per 
cent sulphite—$3.50 per 100 pounds, 
against $2.25 to $2.50 before war. 

Craft Paper—100 per cent advance. 

Coated Papers—50 per cent advance. 

Book Papers—30-100 per cent ad- 
vance. 

Writing Paper—30 per cent advance.” 


“The cost of printing has greatly 
advanced by reason of conditions 
brought about by the European war, 
and job printers are notifying their 
customers that they must expect to 
pay higher prices. Contracts for print- 
ing are not being renewed at old rates, 
but on a basis showing a considerable 
advance. 

Printers are calling attention to the 
fact that practically every material en- 
tering into their finished product has 
advanced in price, and that labor is 
demanding higher compensation —be- 
cause of the opportunities of employ- 
ment offered by munition manufac- 
turers. 

Large printing establishments point 
to the price advances in paper, ink, type 
metal, copper and sulphuric acid, which 
is used in making of electrotypes.”

We knew there was some reason why 
the weather has been going so badly and 
now the New Haven Register tells us 
the story. If the whole tale of the New 
Year is to. be worked out along these 
lines, it will be better for the entire male 
section of the population to capitulate at 
once and agree to anything that the 
ladies want, for certainly we cannot 
stand the same sort of excess in all the 
weather that is supposed to come from 
month to month throughout the year. 


According to the New Haven Register 
the groundhog still remains the winter 
prophet par excellence, and the abuse 
that has been heaped upon his head for 
his poor prediction as to the early end 
of winter this year is all wrong and mis- 
placed. The popular idea of the old 
belief is that if Mr. Groundhog cannot

“COST OF LIGHTS 


The following statement from Mr. 
Baldwin covers the data which he 
brought to the attention of the town 
meeting in connection with the cost of 
electric lighting in Andover. As a 
matter of record and also because it is 
of considerable public interest, we are 
pleased to publish it. On basis of fig- 
ures submitted to the Lighting Com- 
mittee of Andover and obtained from 
the Board of Gas and Flectrie Light 
Commissioners, it is shown that the 
Andover lights burned as follows: 


Average No. nights per month 29 
Average No. hours per night 64 


On this basis we figured 348 nights per 
year, or 2262 hours, to which were added 
90 hours for lighting during the morning 
hours at certain seasons of the year, 
making the total 2352 hours. 

We have at present the following: 
269 incandescent lights at $16 $4304 

29 ares at $68 1972

On this basis the cost per hour would 
be $2.668. 


The Lawrence Gas Company tells us 
that the ares are figured at 500 watts, 
and the incandescents at 50 watts, 
making 27950 watts, or 27.95 kilowatts. 
Using these figures, the cost per kilo- 
watt hour would be about 93c. 

I might add that I have since talked 
with the secretary of the Board of Gas 
and Electric Light Commissioners, who 
informs me that to be exact the average 
number of lights during 1915 was 29.9 
per month. This, however, does not 
make any material difference, for I 
understand from the Gas Company that 
the service given to Andover, although 
fixed at a price per lamp, is metered, 
and the cost of 9¢ per kilowatt hour, as 
given by them, is made up from records 
as shown by the meter from time to 
time.

Statement of What the Orgniza- 
tion has Accomplished in 
the War Zone 


There has been a question raised by 
a great many relief workers in this 
country whether the supplies made 
ever get to those in need across the 
water. In order to inspire confidence 
and to encourage the work or war re- 
lief, there has been prepared a brief 
statement of: acknowledgements re- 
ceived up to February 19, 1916 by the 
American Red Cross. A regular state- 
ment of shipment receipts will appear 
from time to time in the American 
Red Cross Magazine and those inter- 
ested in the work will be given an op- 
portunity to follow the shipment of 
supplies and thereby tell just when the 
supples reached their ultimate destin- 
ation. Supplies sent to France are 
acknowledged by the American Relief 
Clearing House, Paris, supplies sent to 
England by the British Red Cross, 
London, supplies sent to Germany 
by the German Red Cross, Berlin. 
Other Countries have their head- 
quaters for the receipt of these goods 
and from the best sources available the 
work seems to be carried on in a ship- 
shape manner. 

The American Red Cross has shipped 
since the beginning of the war 33,977 
cases of supplies to 17 different Coun- 
tries, but the officials of the Red Cross 
here have yet to learn that any Country 
has received enough of any one form of 
relief. ‘If the need was admitted to be 
great a year ago it takes no stretch, of 
the imagination to realize that it is 
many times as great today. There is 
no good reson for calling a halt in this 
great errand of mercy. That there have 
not been more accidents in the 189 ship- 
ments that have gone forward since 
the beginning of the war is remarkable 
considering the fact that the American 
Red Cross has shipped supplies on 
practically all of the boats sailing from 
New York to Europe, taking the same 
chances with others in the submarine 
war zone. The following letter has been 
sent to the head of the Red Cross 
Workers » here. 

The American. Red Cross, as. part of 
its campaign to increase its efficiency 
in-coping with emergencies and disasters 
and relieving distress, is planning to 
open storage depots in various parts 
of the country, where non-perishable 
supplies may be gathered ready for 
instant shipment,to nearby points, in 
case of need. 

The Red Cross officials at Washing- 
ton urge the immediate storage in 
Boston of 500 equipments for hospital 
patients (see enclosed list) which are 
also useful in relief work among people 
made homeless by fire or flood. 

Red Cross workers, who have had 
to cope with fire, flood, earthquake or 
cyclone disasters in this country, know 
how useful such stores are and how im- 
portant it is to have them ready for 
shipment at. the..moment the need 
arises. 

A temporary depot has been secured 
in the basement of the Old South 
Church in Boston. A committee has 
been appointed to arrange for the col- 
lection of supplies to fill it. To collect 
500 equipments everyone who can must 
help. 

It is suggested that each group of 
workers now making Red Cross sup- 
plies, send one package to this depot 
for every ten packages sent to Europe. 

Are your workers willing to help in 
this effort to equip our Red Cross to 
handle emergencies successfully and 
properly? 

May we have an EARLY reply telling 
us how far we may count on your co- 
operation and what help or advice we 
can give you?

| Property owners and prospective 

property owners in. this vicinity will in 
all probability have to face a serious 
situation involving possibly the raising 
of rents and a falling off in new con- 
struction because of increased rates 
for all kinds of remodelling and con- 
struction work. None of the con- 
tractors and builders have as yet signi- 
fied their intention of raising prices on 
painting, decorating, paper hanging, 
plastering, mason work, building or re- 
| modelling but it is understood they are 
seriously considering the matter and 
property holders are wondering just 
how much the increase will be. 

The situation is brought about 
through the notice served on the con- 
tractors and builders yesterday by the 
Allied Trades council, stating that the 
counci had approved demands made 
almost generally by building tradesmen 
for increased wages and a shorter work- 
ing week beginning May 1. Of course 
the demands have not yet been granted 
but the contractors admit the situa- 
tion is a serious one, although they 
are not yet willing to state just what 
their attitude will be. 

If the demands are granted steam 
| and operating engineers will have a 
44-hour week with a half holiday Sat- 
urdays without a reduction in pay; 
carpenters. will receive 50 cents an 
hour; stone masons 60 cents an hour 
for a 44 hour week, and their tenders 
35 cents an hour for a 44-hour week; 
plasterers 674 cents an hour for a five- 
day 40-hour week and their tenders 45 
cents an hour for a similar working 
week, and painters, paperers and deco- 
rators ask a 44-hour week with 45 5-11 
cents an hour for painters and 48 cents 
for paper hangers.

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Berry Crates Must be Marked 


| 


A recent service and regulatory an- 
nouncement of the Bureau of Chemistry 
contains the following, which should be 
of interest to shippers of berries, peach- 
es, and tomatoes when ordering their 
crates for next season’s shipments: 

The department is of the opinion that 

. berries, peaches, or tomatoes in small 
open containers which are packed in 
crates and arranged within the crates 
in layers or tiers, constitute food in 
package form within the meaning of the 
net-weight amendment, and. that con- 
sequently the law requires that the 
crates shall be marked with a statement 
of the quantity of the contents. Each 
such statement should include the num- 
ber of small containers and the quantity 
of the contents of each. 

Pending a determination of the ques- 
tion whether the net-weight amendment 
applies to berries in small open contain- 
ers (such as those which usually hold 
1 quart or 1 pint each, and which are 
commonly placed, without covers, in 
crates, each crate holding a number of 
the smail containers), and unless public 
notice of not less than two months be 
given, the department will not recom- 
mend any prodeedings under the Federal 
Food and Drugs Act solely upon the 
ground that berries in such small 
containers, shipped in interstate com- 
merce or otherwise brought within the 
jurisdiction of the Food and Drugs Act, 
bear no statement of the quantity of the 
contents upon each such container.

Deming, N. M., March 16.—SIix 
thousand American troops, under the 
command of Brigadier General Persh- 
ing, marched out of Columbus at 
noon yesterday. Cheering and sing- 
ing, the long column swung into the 
Old Grade road, wound across the in- 
ternational line and was soon tracing 
its winding course southward across 
the Mexican desert on its mission to 
“Get Villa, dead or alive.” 

The veteran troops of the Thir- 
teenth cavalry, preceded by 200 
American cowboy scouts, gathered 
from the ranches of Chihuahua and 
Sonora at the request of the secret 
service, formed the advance guard. 
Behind them: marched the Sixth and 
Sixteenth infantry regiments, with 
the caissons of the Light artillery 
bumping and rumbling along behind. 
Then came the long stream of am- 
munition and supply trains, _ stait 
headquarters, the aero corps, with 
their biplanes loaded on motor trucks, 
After these came the rear guard, 


From a high knoll in the southwest 
of Columbus, the American popula- 
tion watched the long column wind 
sinuously over the desert until at 
last even the choking clouds of alkali, 
which had enveloped and marked the 
progress of Pershing’s division of the 
punitive expedition into Mexico, had 
faded from sight. 

Asked just before he gave the or- 
der to advance if he looked for 
trouble from Carranza on the march, 
Pershing replied: “I don't know.” 
Further than that he would say noth- 


ing. 
At Palomas, across from Colum- 
bus, and just eight miles from the 


Mexican border, 400 Carranza cav- 
alrymen under General Bertani joined 
the American expedition. All -ot 
Bertani’s command were eager to take 
part in the pursuit of Villa. Many ot 
them will be utilized for scouting.

of the community. -The individual idea 
still exists, however, in some parts of 
this country, and the feuds in Kentucky 
are the outgrowth of the old days of 
every man for himself. 

Mr. Higgins traced the growth of law 
in Massachusetts and said that Massa- 
chusetts law originated in the cabin of 
the Mayflower as she tossed in Massa- 
chusetts Bay, when the Pilgrim Fathers 
made a compact that each was for all 
and all for each.. He said that the com- 
monwealth was divided into judicial 
districts and at the present time there 
were eight ofthese. Criminal law was 
the foundation of all law, and he ex- 
plained that the office of district attor- 
ney was a constitutional one. The duty 
of the district attorney was primarily to 
enforce criminal law, although there 
were other duties he had to perform. 

He stated that the state was divided 
into judicial districts, and that it was 
commonly supposed that every county 
had its own district attorney, but he 
said that this was a misapprehension, 
pointing out the fact that although there 
were fourteen counties, there were only 
eight district attorneys in the state. 
Mr. Higgins spoke of the jurisdiction of 
the trial justice and police court judges, 
the superior courts, ete. After evidence 
had been produced the trial justice or 
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police court bound the defendant over to 
the grand jury, then to the superior court 
for trial by jury, and then to the supreme 
judicial court if appealed. He stated 
that in the latter court no direct evidence 
was given, but an appeal was made only 
from the jury verdict. 

There was considerable criticism made 
of the manner in which cases ended, and 
the jury system was often condemned. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
the weakness of the jury system is not 
in the system itself but in the men or 
man who comprise the jury, and the 
weakness is of human nature. 


Mr. Higgins said there were few pro- 
fessional criminals, and that the theory 
nowadays was to treat a criminal the 
same way in which a doctor would treat 
a disease, by studying the various cases 
to find out if he was a fellow who tried 
to do right and only slipped up Yéasion- 
ally, and upon completion of this study, 
his case was judged accordingly. The 
speaker said that the judges of the 
various courts were beginning to view 
this matter in the same light. If the 
fellow proved of the right sort, he went 
back to become a respected citizen, and 
if not he would commit some other 
crime or some other offense and be sent 
back to prison. 


He explained the various forms of a 
trial, stating that.the defendant was not 
obliged to testify, and that the latter was 
always presumed innocent until proved 
guilty. He said that all they desired to 
secure from either the prisoner or the 
witness was the truth. He then spoke 
about circumstantial evidence, and stat- 
ed that the right kind of evidence 
was the strongest that could be 
secured. Circumstantial evidence, how- 
ever, to have weight, must be consistent 
with the guilty and inconsistent with the 
innocent.,. 
| Mr. Higgins also explained the work- 
| ings of the grand jury, telling about the 
| form of indictments. He then read one 
| of these under the old law, and one under 

the new law, which was greatly revised 
| for the better. He stated that of all the 
| men indicted by the grand jury, who are 
| brought into court for arraignment, 
| 70°per cent of them plead guilty, which 
| shows how well the grand jury do their 
| work. He characterized the grand Jury 
as the bulwark of criminal and civil law. 
| Mr. Higgins told numerous stories from 
| his wide experience in court, some 
/ humorous and some otherwise. At the 
| close of his lecture, the speaker answered 
| many questions asked him by those 
| present.
